1 . THE ATTORNEY GENERAL AUGUST 1 1 MADE A DETERMINATION TO 
PAROLE INTO THE UNITED STATES 15,000 INDOCHINES, INCLUDING 
7000 BOAT CASE REFUGEES. HIS DETERMINATION PROVIDES AN 
EXAMPLE THAT THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY COULD FOLLOW IN 
EXTENDING TEMPORARY ASYLUM. GRANTING PERMANENT RESETTLEMENT, 
AND PROVIDING FINANCIAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE TO INDO- 
CHINESE REFUGEES. 

2. THE PLIGHT OF BOAT CASE REFUGEES IS PARTICULARLY POIG- 
NANT. ACCOUNTS OF EXTENSIVE SUFFERING AND LOSS OF LIFE 
REACHED A CRESCENDO IN JUNE AND JULY. THEY CENTERED ON 
SHIPS AT SEA THAT PASSED UP REFUGEES IN DISTRESS, AND ON 
COUNTRIES AROUND THE PERIPHERY OFTHE SOUTH CHINA SEA THAT 
FORCED BOATS BACK OFFSHORE, OR REFUSED TO ALLOW TO DEBARK IN 
THEIR PORTS THOSE REFUGEES THAT SHIPS HAD ALREADY RESCUED. 

3. REFUGEES HAVE BEEN ARRIVING ON ASIAN SHORES DURING 1977 
AT THE RATE OF 500 PER MONTH, WITH AN ADDITIONAL 1200 PER 
MONTH CROSSING RIVER AND LAND BORDERS INTO THAILAND. 

THAILAND CURRENTLY HAS 81,000 NON-BOAT CASE REFUGEES IN 
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TEMPORARY ASYLUM. BASED ON WHAT HAS BEEN OCCURRING, THE 
ONLY PRUDENT PLANNING ASSUMPTION IS THAT THE OUTFLOW WILL 
CONTINUE. THE U.S. PAROLE OF 15,000 REFUGEES IS THUS A 
PALLIATIVE, NOT A CURE. A BROADENED INTERNATIONAL RESPONSE 
IS THE BEST ANSWER. 

4. SOME COUNTRIES OF TRADITIONAL IMMIGRATION ARE CONTINUING 
OR EXPANDING THEIR EFFORTS. FRANCE HAS CONSISTENTLY AVERAGED 
ABOUT 1000 INDOCHINESE REFUGEES PER MONTH SINCE MAY 1975. 
AUSTRALIA HAS JUST ESTABLISHED A REFUGEE OFFICE IN BANGKOK. 
AUSTRALIA, IN ADDITION TO THE SOME 3000 INDOCHINESE REFUGEES 
IT HAS ALREADY TAKEN IN, PLANS TO ADMIT 150 PER MONTH FOR AT 
LEAST A YEAR STARTING IN SEPTEMBER 1977. NEW ZEALAND AN- 
NOUNCED JULY 26 THAT IT WOULD SHORTLY ACCEPT UP TO 70 
FAMILIES, OR SOME 420 INDIVIDUALS (REF B ). CANADA, WHICH 
HAS ALREADY TAKEN IN SOME 7000, RECENTLY INFORMED THE UNITED 
NATIONS HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES (UNHCR) THAT IT 
WOULD ACCEPT 450 MORE. DENMARK ANNOUNCED IN EARLY AUGUST 
THAT IT WOULD TAKE IN 50 BOAT CASES. THE UNITED STATES, 

WHICH HAS ABOUT 146,000 IN COUNTRY, WILL TAKE 8000 FROM 
THAI CAMPS, IN ADDITION TO 7000 BOAT CASE REFUGEES.

THAI GOVERNMENT SINCE AUGUST 1975 IN THE OPERATION OF 13 
INLAND AND TWO COASTAL CAMPS. THE SUPPORT INCLUDES FOOD AND 
SHELTER, PLUS TRAVEL COSTS FOR THOSE MOVING ON TO PERMANENT 
RESETTLEMENT. THE THAI CONTRIBUTED -AND, MANPOWER, 

AND FACILITIES. 

TO MAKE A CONTRIBUTION IN 1977 INCLUDE: CANADA, MAURITIUS, 

AND THE NETHERLANDS.

9. ACTION REQUESTED: DRAWING ON THE ABOVE DATA, AND IN 
VIEW OF SYG WALDEIM'S INVOLVING HIMSELF IN THIS ISSUE 
WITH THE INDONESIANS LAST YEAR (REFTELS A AND B), WE OULD 
LIKE YOU TO SEEK AN APPOINTMENT WITH HIM AS SOON AS POSSI- 
BLE AFTER HIS RETURN TO NEW YORK, AND BEFORE HE DEPARTS 

AGAIN, TO REVIEW THE SUBJECT TO SEE WHETHER HE WOULD BE 
WILLING TO DO SO AGAIN IN 1977. PLEAGE: 

A. EXPRESS OUR ADMIRATION FOR HIS INTEREST IN THE 

PLIGHT OF INDOCHINESE REFUGEES, AND FOR HIS PRIOR EFFORTS TO

B. MENTION THAT OUR MOST RECENT PAROLE ACTION IS 
DESIGNED TO ALLEVIATE RATHER THAN SOLVE WHAT PROMISES TO 
BE A LONG TERM PROBLEM. 
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C. RECOGNIZING THAT HE MAY BE RELUCTANT TO ENGAGE 
HIMSELF PUBLICLY IN ANY ACTIVITY WHICH MIGHT DRAW CRITICISM 
FROM COUNTRIES OF THE REGION, REQUEST THAT HE CONSIDER ONCE 
AGAIN ENGAGING HIMSELF PERSONALLY IN THE ISSUE, EITHER 
PUBLICLY OR PRIVATELY, IN CONCERT WITH THE UNHCR, PERHAPS 
BY: 

1) APPEALING TO COUNTRIES OF TEMPORARY ASYLUM,

TO INDOCHINESE REFUGEES. 

2) APPROACHING THOSE COUNTRIES OF TRADITIONAL IMMIGRA- 
TION THAT HAVE NOT BEEN PARTICULARLY FORTHCOMING TO 
ENCOURAGE THEIR ACCEPTANCE OF INDOCHINESE REFUGEES FOR 
RESETTLEMENT, PREFERABLY BY ESTABLISHING A MONTHLY OR 
QUARTERLY QUOTA. 

3) SOLICITING FURTHER FINANCIAL CONTRIBUTIONS FROM 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES, PARTICULARLY THE FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF 
GERMANY AND JAPAN, TO UNHCR EFFORTS TO SUPPORT INDOCHINESE
